I'hleps was at the home of a 
friend and attended elmrch with 
two yoimg women, lie a mem- 
ber of the Haptist church, it is 
said, and never allowed anything 
except the late war ^o interfere 
with his regular attendatice. This 
commendable trait, which tnay be 
due to the care bestowed ui>on 
htm hy the woman w ho has kept 
him since childhood, may figure 
vry conspicuously at the time of 
tlu* hearing. IMielps was exain- 
inerl and it was learned, .iccord- 
ing to the aged woman, liatl never 
seen the murdered man except to 
be introditcefl to liim hy hi^ tuo 
companions in jail, lie was turn- 
ed loose, hut snhs< '|ueiitly arrest- 
ed ,Mi l held for trial. The othn- 
two stat.e the\ will have yo diffi- 
culty in proving an alibi, which 
w ill lie ihr iiM. dc oi" procedure up- 
on the part oi theiu all.

y Peruvian alfalfa'.vhas decided 
advantages over other varieties 
for those sections of the United 
States where it will grow, say 
forage expert^ of United States 
Departtnent of Agriculture. This 
should l^e taken as applying to the 
true or hairy Peruvian alfalfa and 
nf>t to the so-called smooth-leav- 
ed Peruvian alfalfa. This later 
name the specialists regard as tin- 
fortunate, as it leads to confusion 
in the seed trade and gives un- 
,scrupuk)us dealers an opportunity 
to make execessive ])rofits on 
mixed seeds. The "smooth IV- 
ruvian is hardly distinguishable 
from common alfalfa." 

The principal advantages of Pe- 
ruvian as compared with common 
alfalfa are its more rapid growth, 
quick recover}' after cutting, and 
ability to grow in cooler weather, 
thus ftirnishing more pasturage 
during the winter and in late fall 
and early spring. 

The territory in which common 
alfalfa could be profitably replac- 
ed by Peruvian includes a com- 
paratively narrow strip down the 
Pacific Coast and along the ^Mtfx- 
ican border and the Gulf, thence 
up the Atlantic Coast to the vicin- 
ity of Charleston, S. C. It can 
hot be grown to. advantage where 
the winter temperature falls be- 
low 10 degrees. 

This alfalfa was first introduced 
into this country by the Unit< d 
States Department of Agriculture 
in 1899. The earliest introduc- 
tions were not jierpetuated. hov,- 
ever, and it was nt)t until VM)?i 
that considerable efforts were
